Only  a  few  houses  at  considerable  distance  from  mains  have  their  own  supply.  All 
these  sources  have  been  analysed  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  free  from  contamination 
of  any  kind.  The  Town’s  supply  has  maintained  its  high  standard  of  purity  and  supply. 
There  is  no  restriction  placed  on  supply  at  any  time.
